U.S. CARRIER PLANE 
BUILT TO DELIVER 
A-BOMBS CRASHES 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP) 
—The Navy disclosed today that 
one of its latest planes, which is 
capable of delivering an atomic 
bomb, crashed into the sea yes- 
terday during a takeoff from the 
Carrier Franklin D. Roosevelt 
off Guantanamo, Cuba. 

One of the plane’s three-man 
crew is listed as missing and one 
as “missing or dead.” A third 
was rescued and suffered only 
minor injuries, the Navy said. 

The plane was a North Amer- 
ican AJ-1 attack bomber. 

Earlier this week the Navy an- 
nounced that planes of the type 
had just completed trial landings 
aboard the Coral sea. They are 
the heaviest ever to land on a 
carrier. An unloaded AJ-1 
weighs in excess of 17 tons.

Electric Get Backing of 
Big CIO Group. | 
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NEW YORK, Oct. 28 (AP)—~— 
A long smoldering wage dispute 
in the Bell telephone system 
broke out last night with the 
threat of a coast-to-coast tele- 
phone strike at 6 a.m. Nov. 9. 
Only 16,685 equipment workers 
were involved directly, but they 
have the full backing of their un- 
ion, the CIQ Communications 
Workers of America, - which 
pledged itself to honor the strik- 
ers’ picket lines. The CWA rep- 
resents most of Bell’s 300,000 em- 
ployes. 

The main clash is between the 
big union’s Division 6, with 10,- 
000 workers, and Western Elec- 
tric Co., the manufacturing and 
installing subsidiary of American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co., par- 
ent Bell corporation. About 6000 
distributing workers in 28 major 
cities also are involved, as well 
as 685 manufacturing entbloyes in 
a plant at Haverhill, Mass. 

Possibility of Picketing. 

Western Electric operates in 
every state with the exception of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

Last night’s announcement 
came after 13 months of stormy 
and fruitless bargaining that earli- 
er led Division 6 into an incon- 
clusive eight-day strike last 
spring. 

The CWA withdrew its support 
then, and the strike ended with- 
out causing a national shutdown, 
The new announcement, however, 
was made in Washington, D.C., by 
Joseph A, Beirne, CWA presi- 
dent, who said the international 
union had taken complete charge 
of negotiations. 

The main issue is wages, al- 
though union security, travel al- 
lowances, and the term of the 
contract also figure in the dis- 
pute. 

Company Wage Offer. 

Western Electric has offered an 
average increase of 11.5 cents an 
hour, but Beirne said it was 
“poorly distributed throughout 
the various wage levels.” 

The distribution house workers 
were offered a 10-cent hourly rise, 
while the Haverhill group re- 
ceived an 8-cent hourly offer with 
bonus payments that would bring 
the average to 10 cents.

Association stated some months ago that 
“television in itself does not produce 

estrain,” and Dr. Benjamin Rones, 
distinguished Washington opthalmol- 
ogist, declared in a public statement: 
“T have a strong feeling that the view- 
ing of television is not injurious to the 
normal sight.” 

Summarizing these views most can- 
didly is a statement of the Philadelphia 
Committee for the Prevention of Blind- 
mess, which asserted: “If looking at 
television hurts your eyes, perhaps 
there was something wrong with your 
eyes before you acquired a television 
set.

Inviting Prohibition! 

Joseph Di Giovanni, alias Joe Church, has lost 
his wholesale liquor license in Kansas City, and 
thereby hangs a long and twisted tale of gangster 
infiltration in the liquor business. 

Joe and his brother Pete are both reputed 
members of the Mafia black-hand gang. Joe is 
a big shot in gangster circles, but he made a 
mistake. He lied in telling the Kefauver Com- 
mittee that he had not been arrested on charges 
of murder, bootlegging and kidnapping. And he 
lied in his license application, which is why he 
lost the license. 

Missourians will wonder why Senators had to 
come here from Washington to investigate 
Di Giovanni’s past before he lost the license. 
The State Liquor Control Department never 
should have granted the license in the first 
place. But this story does not stop there. 

The Kefauver Committee now is questioning 
major distillers and brewers about the hoodlum 
encroachment on their business. Kansas City 
certainly offers a concise view of big trade 
names in liquor peddled by big names in crime. 

Joe Di Giovanni, through his Midwest Dis- 
tributing Co., had exclusive distribution rights 
in Jackson county for Seagram products. His 
brother Vincent is an officer of the Superior 
Wine and Liquor Co. which distributes Schen- 
ley’s products. And the name of Schenley recalls 
something else— 

Wolf C. Rimann was shot down in 1949 
shortly after he expanded his gambling interests 
into wholesale dealings in Schenley liquor. His 
lawyer said Charles Binaggio, the hoodlum 
political boss murdered later, warned Rimann 
against this. But Rimann went ahead and died, 
his liquor business passing on to Binaggio’s bud- 
dies. Today Rimann’s death is only one of a 
score of unsolved murders in Kansas City. 

Kansas City offers just a small prospectus. 
The Capone mob is known to be connected with 
Chicago’s Canadian Ace beer. Nobody knows 
how far gangsters have wormed into liquor 
deals, but probably the Kefauver Committee will 
find out. And this confronts the liquor indus- 
try with an interesting thought: 

One of the reasons for erasing prohibition 
was to reduce the crime that fed on bootlegging. 
Today the unlamented dry law is gone and gam- 
bling supports the major rackets, yet the hooli- 
gans can still do well in the liquor trade. The 
situation challenges the industry to clean house 
before public clamor forces another kind of 
clean-up. 

Legitimate liquor producers should not let 
racketeers hide behind their trade names. 
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Mr. Kohlberg is Uninformative 

Alfred Kohlberg, one of the prime movers in 
the lobby for Nationalist China, has submitted 
information to the House Committee on Lobby- 
ing which is more notable for omissions than 
for contents.

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A Big Plan for the Bridges 


Like all big projects, the Bi-State Agency's 
plan to take over all Mississippi River bridges 
in this area faces formidable obstacles. When 
Chairman Leif J. Sverdrup said accomplishment 
of the plan would take “a rather long term of 
years,” ‘he was putting it mildly. 

One obvious obstacle is the probable un- 
willingness of the present owners to part with 
bridges which earn them handy revenue. East 
St. Louis with its new bridge and the City of 
St. Louis with its MacArthur bridge count on 
bridge tolls for their own municipal purposes. 
Private’ owners of other bridges would probably 
be even more reluctant to divest themselves of 
a good thing. 

Nevertheless the Bi-State plan is so sound, 
in its main outlines, that the entire metropolitan 
area should put its heads together to find out 
how limited and private interests can be merged 
in the great general interest of an integrated 
bridge and expressway system. 

That the bridges should be under a single 
public ownership goes without saying. Ideally, 
they ought to be free. But if tolls are to be 
charged at all, they should preferably be charged 
for a purpose directly related to communication 
within the metropolitan area. The Bi-State plan 
is to use the revenues to build a system of belt 
and radial expressways. 

In such a long-range plan, priorities would 
have to be worked out. We hope the Bi-State 
Agency recognizes that first priority must go 
to the building of radial expressways which 
carry traffic from the heart of the area to its 
outer edges. Belt highways circling the whole 
area make a pretty picture on a map, but the 
great and urgent first need is to move traffic 
in and out of downtown St. Louis and East St. 
Louis. 

Arteries like that proposed to link the Daniel 
Boone Parkway with MacArthur Bridge, the 
Third street expressway to the southwest, and 
the U.S. 40 and U.S. 50 routes on the East Side 
should get first attention. 

But before bridge revenues could be used to 
aid these vital superhighway projects, the bridges 
must be brought under unified public owner- 
ship. The Bi-State Agency has charted the 
course. Who will take it from there?

Senator Paul H. Douglas was quoted in the 
press, on his visit to Belleville, as saying that 
the Democratic party was the party of beer and 
the Republican party the party of champagne.

America needs to put private initiative to work on social problems 
and not leave whole field to government, speaker says; tells how 


oe wealthy Philadelphians planned housing with labor done by resi-

dents; urges St, Louis business men to show similar enterprise.

_ When business talks about private in- 
itiative, it always means initiative in eco- 
nomic matters—something that may be 
very difficult for the average man to 
achieve—something, at any*rate, that he 
has come to be suspicious of. 


On the other hand, when the Govern- 
ment talks about social problems, it ex- 
cludes the individual, because it assumes 
him to be socially irresponsible. 


Nowhere has anyone come forward with 
what the American people really want, 
what they are really seeking deep down 
in their hearts: a program based upon the 
assumption that they are _ responsible 
human beings, which would provide them 
with the opportunities—and the _ incen- 
tives—to implement their own social goals 
for themselves. 

What we need is the affirmation of a 
new principle: the principle of private in- 
itiative in social matters. 

I am not talking about charity. I am 
talking about a new way of life that lies 
just ahead of us, if we will seize the op- 
portunity. I said that this is nowhere be- 
ing provided, but that statement is not 
quite accurate. Certain things are hap- 
pening right under our eyes which provide 
the kind of opportunity I am talking about. 


A Project of Self-Help 


Take the City of Philadelphia. On the 
north side of that city there is a frightful 
slum, which I remember from my child- 
hood. Neither political party has ever 
done anything about that slum. Recently, 
however, a group of wealthy Quakers got 
together and decided to do something. 
They worked out a very thorough plan. 

First they put up a large revolving fund. 
Then they went to the schools of the dis- 
trict and persuaded the principals to give 
special courses in manual training. Then 
they went to the labor unions and got an 
agreement that if a housing project were 
undertaken in that district, the unions 
would permit a certain portio# of the la- 
bor to be performed by the people living 
in it and by their kids who were being 
trained in the schools. 

Here was a real self-help social project, 
involving the partici note that 
word well—of all concerned,-and financed 
by private capital. No government money! 

The people themselves 


very people would help do the tearing 


down and rebuilding. Then they would be 
given a chance to buy the new apartments 
on very easy terms. 

The initiators of the project, in fact, 
figure that with a long period of amorti- 
zation these people can buy these low-cost 
houses, which they themselves helped to 
build, for a monthly payment only a little 
more than their present rent. 

Now all this is pretty much in the pa- 
per-work stage and I do not make any 
prediction concerning its success—in fact, 
I haven't had time to check into its prog- 
ress since last spring. But I use it as an 
illustration of what I call private initiative 
in social matters. 


Problems in St. Louis, Too 


Why wouldn't it be possible for a group 
of businesses here in St. Louis to get to- 
gether and do just what those Quakers 
propose to do? The revolving fund, of 
course, would have to be substantial, but 
eventually it would be paid back—and 
even if it were not, would it be wasted? 

Thousands of persons in St. Louis would 
find new housing, and might even have 
the added excitement of helping to build 
their own homes, because a group of St. 
Louis business firms took the initiative 
with regard to. a grievous social problem. 

Please don't get this idea confused with 
the old idea of “company housing.” This 
new housing would not give preference to 
workers in any particular project. I am 
talking about St. Louis business working 
at the St. Louis community level. 

Now I ask you, which would be the more 
effective from a public relations stand- 
point—a million dollars worth of words 
about the enterprise system, or a million 
dollars subscribed by your corporation to 
that revolving fund for.the benefit of the 
community? My. vote goes for the action! 


Hostage for the Enemy 


But in saying this let me be clear. The 
action would, not be of much value without 
words. Words—clear, precise, honest words 
—would be necessary to explain why the 
businesses of St. Louis undertook such a 
project. Words would be needed to ex- 
plain and develop this new principle of 
private initiative in social matters.

about discrepancies found in re- 
ports on the 12 precincts in which 
they worked. 

A re-convass of the precincts 
by regular board employes result- 
ed in names of 356 voters being 
stricken in addition to the 64 
stricken in the original canvass. 

Paul C. Calcaterra, chairman of 
the Election Beard, said the in- 
quiry was made more “to keep the 
canvassers alert and let them 
know we want an honest registra- 
tion list,” rather than because .of 


any feeling on the part of the 


board that the canvass clerks 
were dishonest.

RABB] AGAINST JEWISH 
FESTIVAL IN SCHOOLS 


Dr. Isserman Says Observance 
Violates Separation of 
Church and State.

Rabbi Ferdinand M. Isserman of 
Temple Israel last night voiced 
objection to hte observance of 
Chanukah, Jewish religious festi- 
val, in University City and Clay- 
ton public schools during school 
hours as a violation of the basic 
concept of separation of church 
and state. 

Asked today if his criticism also 
was directed at observance of 
Christmas in the schools, Rabbi 
Isserman replied: 

“As far as I am concerned I 
am addressing myself only to 
Jews. I feel that when they cele- 
brate a Jewish festival in a pub- 
lic school they are undermining 
the separation of church and state 
and want no part of it. However, 
I also am opposed to religious ob- 
servances of any kind in public 
schools but I will leave discussion 
of other than Jewish observances 
to the ministers of the other 
faiths.” 

Officials’ Comment. 

Julius E.- Warren, superintend- 
ent of University City schools, 
and Carl L. Byerly, director of 
special services for Clayton 
schools, said that at some schools 
under their jurisdiction Chanu- 
kah songs and other aspects of 
the festival have been presented 
at student assemblies during 
school hours. 

But they added that such pre- 
sentations had no particular re- 
ligious significance and usually 
were offered as part of Christ- 
mas programs in which tradi- 
tional Christian songs and tab- 
leaux also were presented.

A recommendation by the sub- 
committee on instruction for a 
full time teachers’ evaluation 
commission, staffed by persons 
outside the school system, for a 
continuous appraisal of teachers’ 
abilities, was withdrawn after pro- 
longed debate. 

Argues for Adoption. 

H. O. Whiteside, sub-committee 
chairman, argued strongly for its 
adoption, stating that there now 
is no practical mechanism for re- 
moving ineffective teachers 
“though some are so obviously in- 
effective that even a layman can 
spot them.” 

Paul Preisler, a member of the 
faculty of Washington University 
and active in the American Fed- 
eration of Teachers, led the fight 
on the proposal. He declared he 
was against any “visionary” 
means of weeding out ineffective 
teachers without fuller determina- 
tion of what is ineffectiveness and 
how to measure it. 

Approved recommendations of 
the instruction subcommittee 
included: Incorporation of the 
school system’s division of health 
with its division of hygiene; a 
requirements that teachers peri- 
odically submit certificates of 
good health; unification of the 
public school health program with 
that of the parochial schools, 
with the entire program to be 
paid for by the city; reimburse- 
ment of the Board of Education 
by the city for the cost of operat- 
ing summer playgrounds. 

The sub-committee recommen- 
dations for increases in the sal- 
aries and pensions for teachers 
probably will be taken up at the 
next meeting of the full commit- 
tee, scheduled for Nov. 10.

Functions of U.N.’s WHO 
Must Be Understood, Says 
Assistant Director General. 


Development of a vast corps of 
health workers in various fields 
to assist the work of the World 
Health Organiation (WHO) was 
urged here last night.by Dr. Mar- 
tha Eliot, assistant director gen- 
eral of the international agency. 
She addressed the first annual 
meeting of the Society of Pub- 
lic Health Educators at Hotel 
Statler. : 

Dr. Eliot, a granddaughter of 
William G. Eliot, founder and 
first chancellor of W n 
University, said WHO’s functions 
must be understood and ex- 
plained by doctors, nurses, nurses’ 
aids, sanitarians, teachers and so- 
cial workers to help solve world 
health problems. 

Health, Economy Related. 

“There is a close relationship 
between a people’s health and its 
economy and food production,” 
she said. “We need much more 
food in this world. Millions are 
underfed, and when people are 
underfed they are susceptible to 
disease, Improvements in agri- 
culture and industry and in pub- 
lic health must be made at the 
same time. That is why the World 
Health Organization works closely 
with the Food and Agriculture 
Organization and the Internation- 
al Labor Organization.” 

She described environmental 
sanitation — the improvement of 
housing, water supply, sewage dis- 
posal and parasite control—as the 
biggest single world health prob- 
lem. “It will cost money to solve 
it, but that is the way to wipe 
out malaria, cholera, typhoid, bu- 
banic plague and other diseases 
that still are endemic in various 
localities,” she said. 

A preliminary task being un- 
dertaken by WHO, she said, is 
the development of effective na- 
tional health administrations in 
various countries as agencies that 
can be guided.in setting up pro- 
grams to combat particular. dis- 
eases. 

Here to Attend Meetings. 

Dr. Eliot came to this coun- 
try from WHO headquarters in 
Geneva, Switzerland, primarily to 
attend the annual meeting of the 
American Public Health Associa- 
tion in St. Louis next week and 
sessions in New York of the 
United Nations International 
Children’s Emergency Fund, : of 
which she was president in 1948. 

She is the daughter of Chris- 
topher Eliot, a Unitarian minis- 
ter in Boston. A medical doctor, 
she interned in 1920 at St. Louis 
Children’s Hospital and then prac- 
ticed in Boston for seven months 
before joining the faculty of Yale 
University Medical School as an 
associate professor of pediatrics. 
She was associate chief of the 
United States Children’s Bureau 
for 14 years and joined the sec- 
retariat of the 72-member World

RING GUSTAF REMAINS 
IN SERIOUS CONDITION 


92-Year-Old Swedish Monarch 


Suffering of Chronic Bron- 
chial Catarrh. 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 28 (AP)— 
Sweden’s 92-year-old King Gustaf, 
his heart weakening in the grip 
of critical illness, was reported 
unchanged today after a generally 
quiet night. 

His grandson, Prince Bertil, and 
Princess Sybilla, the King’s 
daughter - in ~ law, visited the 
hushed Drottningholm Palace 
this morning to learn the King’s 
condition. 

The monarch’s physician, Dr. 
Hjalmar Casserman, said early 
today Gustaf was “strikingly 
tired” though still “clear and 
lucid of mind.” He said the King’s 
heart functions, affected by a 
bronchial catarrh, showed no pro- 
found deterioration, during the 
night. 

Europe’s oldest reigning King, 
who delighted his countrymen by 
playing tennis until he was 88, 
and hynting until 91, was stricken 
yesterday noon, The first medical 
bulletin spoke of “considerably 
affected heart functions,” and 
“marked difficulty in breathing.” 

Alarm spread _through the 
capital. People clustered around 
news stands for extra editions, or 
stayed close to their radios. Re- 
porters were barred from the 
royal palace grounds. 

King Gustaf was being treated 
with aureomycin, the new anti- 
biotic drug first given him in 
1949 with good effect. It has since 
been used on several occasions 
against the chronic bronchial 
eatarrh from which he is suffer- 
ing. 
Aggravation of the bronchial 
ailment is accompanied by a se- 
vere cough and shortness of 
breath forcing the King to sit up- 
right. These symptoms have in- 
creased and for the first time the 
King’s heart showed signs of 
faltering to such an extent that 
his blood circulation was im-

Field against the Aggies. 

Since Faurct’s second year at 
Ol’ Mizzou, when the Black and 
Gold beat Oklahoma at Norman, 
21 to 14, the Tigers have man- 
aged only two ties in six tries 
there against the Sooners. In 
fact, they haven’t defeated the 
Oklahoma powerhouse since 1945. 

Stephens was a freshman half- 
back on the Missouri squad 
which upset the Sooners at Co- 
lumbia five years ago, 14 to 6, 
to win a Big Six Conference 
championship and a Cotton Bowl 
invitation. Since then the 24 
year-old Joplin athlete, a trim 
180-pound package of football 
player, has spent two years in 
the Army and two more helping 
the Tigers to successive Gator 
Bowl appearances. 

No Bowls Beckoning. 

For the only time in Ed's inter- 
collegiate career, Ol’ Mizzou is 
almost certain not to be extended 
a post-season invitation, but not 
because Stephens has lost any- 
thing either as a hard-hitting 
ball-carrier or sure-tackling and 
clever pass-defending back. 

“He’s some football player, all 
right, and that’s why he’s the 
only back I’ve played consistently 
on both offense and defense this 
year,” Faurot said. 

Stephens, as a sophomore who 
had been away shouldering arms, 
compiled a handsome average of 
7.1 yards per try as a ball-carrier 
in 1948, but because offensive 
backs were plentiful and de- 
fensive standouts scarce, he car- 
ried the pigskin only about a 
half-dozen times all last season. 

Stephens was earmarked for de- 
fensive duty again this year, but 
the attack bogged and Faurot 
turned to the spirited senior for 
double qQuty against Iowa State 
last week. In 16 rushes Ed 
gained 85 yards, scoring one 
touchdown and narrowly missing 
another when he tripped over a 
teammate’s leg just as the green 
pastures beckoned. Defensively, 
his teeth-rattling tackles discour- 
aged wide Iowa State sweeps, and 
his pass interception set up the 
first Missouri TD. 

Remember Morrison? Rote? 

Stopping backs like Ohio State’s 
Fred Morrison and Southern 
Methodist’s Kyle Rote—“big, fast 
and powerful”—rank as the 
roughest work for a defensive 
halfback, in Stephens’s mature 
judgment. And the running pass, 
especially off the split T devised 
by Faurot, can make a halfback 
“awful sick,” Ed has decided. 

Certainly Stephens will be aw- 
ful sick, too, if the Tigers fail to 
beat the Oklahoma Aggies, a Mis- 
souri Valley Conference team 
that started the season with sur- 
prise victories over Arkansas and 
Texas Christian, backed into a tie 
with Drake and then, as injuries 
took theif toll, fell apart against 
Southern Methodist and Kansas. 

Despite the Cowpokes’ resound- 
ing defeats the last two weeks 
and the professional handicappers’ 
selection of Missouri as a seven 
or 10-point favorite, several guess- 
perts have picked the Aggies. 

Either they've given up entire- 
ly on the Tigers or leaned heav- 
ily on the psychological effect a 
homecoming crowd of about 30,- 
000 is likely to have on the home 
team.

RETIRING MEMBER 
TO GIVE CONGRESS 
PENSION TO CHARITY 


WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., Oct. 28 
(AP)—United States Representa- 
tive Robert F. Rich (Rep.), Penn- 
sylvania, known for years for his 
cry, “Where is the money coming 
from?” announced ay he 
will give away his federal pension 
on his retirement from Congress 
this year. 

Rich, who for years has raised 
the money question in Congress 
when appropriations were up for 
a vote, said he would collect the 
pension but would distribute it 
among charitable, character build- 
ing and religious organizations, 
principally in the Fifteenth Penn- 
sylvania Congressional District. 

“I can spend the money more 
wisely than that crowd in Wash- 
ington is doing,” Rich said. 

Rich said he would not know 
the amount of the yearly pension 
until his retirement. He said the 
amount is based to some extent 
on the amount of contributions by 
legislators and that he has paid 
in about $17,000 more than the 
minimum requirement provided 
by the pension law.

Practically no 
one, except Ethel Merman, has that sort of vital 
stage presence in the theater any more. 


Jolson belonged to a vanishing type in many 
ways. For one thing, he felt obligated to entertain 
all of the time—whether he was on a stage in front 
of 1200 people or in a living room with three. 
Every time he walked out on the N.B.C. parking 
lot in Hollywood, it was a production number. The 
parking lot attendants drove up Jolson’s car with 
e@ flourish that was missing on, say, Jack Benny’s 
ear.
